APPROACH USYG DAVIDSON TO REQUEST DELETION OF ITEM FROM 
UN BUDGET, AND REPRESENTATIVE GROUP FROM CEMETERY 
COMITE ADVISE SYG ALONG SUCH LINES; ROK REP PROVIDE SYG 
WITH LETTER CONTAINING GUARANTEE ROKG WOULD FULFILL ITS

IN RETURN FOR KENYAN AGREEMENT TO WITHDRAW AMENDMENT. 
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BETTAUER TOLD HIM US COULD PROBABLY ABSTAIN ON SWEDISH 
LANGUAGE AND VOTE FOR RES AS WHOLE. UAE PROPOSED AMEMDMENT 
WHICH WOULD CALL ON ALL PARTIES TO ARMED CONFLICTS TO

THOUGH UNINSTRUCTED, UK, NETHERLANDS, FRG, AUSTRIA AND 
US EXPECT VOTE AGAINST RES (L. 969) ON "BASIC PRINCIPLES 
OF LEGAL STATUS OF COMBATANTS STRUGGLING AGAINST COLONIAL 
AND ALIEN DOMINATION AND RACIST REGIMES." FOLLOWING 
EXPECT ABSTAIN: NORWAY, DENMARK, TURKEY, AUSTRALIA, 

BELGIUM, ITALY, NZ, CANADA. DELOFF MADE STRONG PITCH FOR 
SOLID WEO OPPOSITION. AND AUSTRIA AND UK AGREED.

THEM ALL FULL MEMBERSHIP SINCE HE BELIEVED THEY HAD "SPECIAL
